“The Council and members of the Periodical 
Proprietors’ Association present their loyal duty 
to your Majesty and are deeply grieved in your 
sudden bereavement and they humbly beg respect- 
fully to tender their deepest sympathy to you and 
all members of the Royal Family and, with a feel 
ing of personal loss, mourn with all peoples of 
Great Britain and the Commonwealth the loss 
sustained by the death of their beloved King.”
